USE SA LTI'REMOVE 
SOOT FROM FLUES 


Removal of soot. deposits from flues 
and heating surfaces of 
house 
and 
other heating boilers as well as power 
plant boilers is suggested by the 
United States 
Fuel 
Administration. 
.Joseph 
Harrington, 
Administrative 
Engineer for the Administration 
lo­ 
cated in Chicago, suggests the follow­ 
ing plan for removal of the soot : 
“The fire is put into good condition 
with a substantial body of hot fuel. 
Common salt, 
thoroughly dried, 
is 
then thrown or sprinkled onto the in­ 
candescent. fuel bed in a quantity de­ 
pending entirely on 
the size of the 
furnace. In the case of a house heat­ 
ing furnace, one pound at a time is 
ample, in the case of a large power 
plant boiler, four or five scoops full 
may be required. 
The dampers 
arf' 
kept open so as to maintain the fur­ 
nace temperature and tile salt is 
al­ 
lowed to remain until the fumes have 
entirely disappeared- 
“Immediately 
upon charging 
the 
salt, the furnace becomes filled with 
dense white fumes which may require 
as much as half an hour to entirely 
di san pear, 
lf results are not secured 
on the first application, it should be 
repeated as many times as necessary.

Paris—"T ax” they called 
him. 
Smedley was his surname. 
His home 
w as in Xenia. 
A few days ago we 
stood with Col. Robert I.. Hubler of 
Dayton at bis graveside on the banks 
of the Lys in Belgium. 
When the Mexican trouble started, 
"T ax” wanted to get in. 
He w asn’t 
seventeen then, but if one cares to 
take a chance it is possible to get 
around a little m atter like this. 
It 
has been done 
But "T a x ” had a greater difficulty 
than his youth. 
Ile was one inch 
short and throe pounds light. 
“ Nothing doing,” he was told time 
after time. 
He went to other towns, 
and always w ith the same result. 
When the old National Guard was 
almost ready to sta rt for the border, 
“Tax” got desperate. 
He w ent to 
Col. Hubler and pleaded so path et­ 
ically th a t the colonel said he would 
see what could be done. 
In fairness 
to Col. Rubier it should l>e stated 
that “T ax” looked older than 
his 
years. 
On the eve of the departure, “T ax” 
was taken before an examining sur­ 
geon who knew' the circumstances. 
“ Well, he’s a growing lad and I 
think I can put on more than three 
pounds and more than one inch in a 
few weeks,” the surgeon said. 
Do you w ant him, colonel?” the 
doctor asked of Colonel Hubler. 
“Yes, I ’ll take hun if you fxut him 
through,” Colonel Hubler replied. 
And “Tax” went to the border. 
The reader probably wonders what 
sort of a soldier “Tax” made on the 
Mexican border- 
Well, the lad w asn’t 
17 and boys
